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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that the teachings of 
Kneezel can not be combined into Tence is not deemed to be persuasive. As stated in the previous Office Action, Tence teaches 
everything except for a controller for printing smoothing dots and the placement of the smoothing dots. Kneezel discloses a printer that 
prints smoothing dots with the claimed placement. Providing the teachings of Kneezel, i.e. smoothing dots, into Tence would result in 
the claimed invention. Furthermore, because Tence discloses that a single orifice can be used to print dots of various sizes and that the 
spacing of dots can be controlled by varying the scanning speed of the recording head (col. 13, on lines 28-35). Therefore, one of 
ordinary skill in the art would have known that you could vary the scanning speed of the head, and the drive waveform of the ejector, in 
order to provide smoothing dots that are placed closer together than normal dots. Thus, the rejection is proper and all of the claims are 
rejected for the reasons cited in the previous Office Action. 
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
